T)E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows 

• r ' 1* (I) Erom and after the commencement of this Act it 

shall not be obligatory upon the Intermediate Education Board 
for Ireland (in this Act referred to as the Board) to hold any 
public examinations. 

(2) The Board may, if they think fit, provide for the payment 
10 to managers of schools of fees dependent — 

(a) On the results of inspection of schools and 
(5) On the number of students who have entered from the 
elementary schools by means of free places, and, 
notwithstanding anything in the Intermediate Edu- 
15 cation (Ireland) Act, 1878, or the Local Taxation 

(Customs and Accounts) Act, 1890, may, subject to 
the proviso in subsection (1) of section five and to 
section seven of the said Act of 1878, apply the 
funds placed at then 1 disposal to the payment of such 
20 fees accordingly. 

(3) No school will be eligible for results fees which does 
give at least ten per cent, free places. The maximum scale of 
results fees can be paid only to such schools as give twenty-five 
per cent, free places. 

25 (d) The Board shall arrange and publish at the beginning of 

each school year a scale of fees, graduated on this basis ; the 
maximum scale shall be double the minimum. 
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Intermediate Education (Ireland). [2 & 3 Geo. 5.] 

2. — (1) There shall he constituted by Order in Council a 
registration council representative of the teachers in intermediate 
schools to whom shall be assigned the duty of forming and 
keeping a register of such teachers as satisfy the conditions 
of registration established by the Board and who apply to be 5 
registered. 

(2) This council shall have power to hear and decide all 
questions of professional misconduct on the part of a teacher, 
and, if they deem fit, to strike such teacher off the register. No 
fees can be paid to a school employing a teacher so struck off. 10 

3. No fees can be paid to a school which does not employ 
one such registered teacher for every twenty pupils in average 
attendance. 

4. The Board shall, in consultation with the registration 
council, make regulations as to qualifications, training, and 15 
minimum salary of teachers employed in intermediate schools. 

5. — (1) Managers of schools may submit programmes and 
the Board may, if they are satisfied as to their suitability, 
sanction them instead of the official programme. 

(2) In the case of schools in rural districts the Board may, 20 
in co-operation with the Department of Agriculture, make 
special grants to encourage proper training in the science and 
practice of agriculture. 

(3) The county council of each county or county borough, 

as well as municipal authorities, shall have power to aid secondary 25 
schools out of a rate not to exceed threepence in the pound. 

6. — (1) The ages of students to qualify for fees shall be 
from twelve to seventeen years on the last day of the school 
year. 

7. — (1) Exhibitions shall only be given to students presenting 30 
themselves in the final year’s course who satisfy the inspectors 
that they have shown special merit during their whole interme- 
diate course. 

(2) Inspectors in awarding exhibitions must satisfy themselves 
that students require and will use such exhibitions to carry them 35 
on to either a university or higher technical school. 

(3) The Board will hold such exhibitions and pay them yearly 
as the student shows he or she has complied with the regulations 
prescribed by the Board in this matter. 
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fa) ® ie Board shall establish a secondary school leaving 
certificate to he given to students who have passed satisfactorily 
through a recognised course of secondary education. 

(2) A student who obtains such certificate shall he qualified to 
enter, without further examination, any of the Irish universities, 
the professions of law, medicine, any of the schools of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the training colleges for primary schools.

10. (1) The Board may, with the approval of the Lord Rules. 
Lieutenant, make rules for the carrying into effect the objects 
of this Act. 

15 (2) All rules made in pursuance of this section shall he laid 

before both Houses of Parliament within three weeks after the 
same have been made if Parliament be then sitting, or, if Parlia- 
ment be not then sitting, within three weeks of the session then 
ensuing, and if any such rules or such part are disapproved by 
30 either House of Parliament within forty days after the same have 
been laid before Parliament, such rules, or such part thereof as may 
be so disapproved, shall thereupon become void and of no effect.
